Remarkable Patrlotio Outburst at An 
nual Review of the Garrison of 
Paris 

Parlay France. — Three hundred 
thousand Parisians turned out to cheer 
at the Vincennes review the 80,000 
men who form the garrison of Paris. 

Although the review is an annual 
affair it was made a national holiday, 
The president of.the republic drove 
out Vincennes in a landau drawn 
by four horses with artllerymen rid- 
ing postilion, The minister of war 
sat by him in tie carriage, and General 
Joffre, the general-in-chief, of the 
French army, sat opposite. 

Mme. Poincare had driven out in 
another carriage, It was her first 
public appearance without her hus 
band since he became president of the 
republic, 

The crowd in the streets was enor 
mous and enthusiastic. At Vincen- 
nes at 12 o'clock the crowd formed a 
circle five miles {n circumference, At 
2 o'clock, when the cannon thundered 
thelr welcome, the circle stretched 
back in a black mass, which burst into 
a yell of wild cheering when the prea- 
{dent arrivod. 

Thirty thousand men—zouaves, light 
{nfantry, “the line, artillery, marines 
and cavalry—were passed in review 
by the president, marched by the trib- 
une and then charged with wonderful 
effect in a thunder of cannonading.- 

The troops, who were in caripaign 
kit, marched back to barracks through 
the streets with their bands playing 
and amid scenes of great enthusiasm 
everywhere. 

The Socialists had organved a great 
open-air meeting in’ Paris as @ coun- 
ter-demonstration against the three 
years army bill. They had joined 
forces with the anarchists, and black 


furl them. The speeches against the 
bill were extremely violent. 

One speaker sald: As they want war, 
we will give them civil war—war of 
class against class, war between you 
who are listening to me and those who 
are out at Vincennes,

PEKIN MOURNS DEAD EMPRESS) 


Impreselve Ceremonies Held Outelde 
the City Attended by Chinese and 
Forelgnere 

Pekin, China,—A large continuous 
stream of foreigners and Chinese have 
attonded the memorial servioe for the 
late dowager empress, On the cen- 
ter span of the marble bridge oitts!de 
the Tienan gate is a temporary pavil- 
fon of {mperial yellow sllk, decorated 
with flowers, The pavilion contains 
the dowager’s portrait and eacrifical 
utensils, Here the gencral public per 
forms sacrifices to the empress’ mem- 
ory, while on (he road vast crowds 
stand gazing. 

Passing the Tienan and Tuan gates, 
both beautifully decorated with flow- 
ers and shells enumerating the vir 
tues of the dead, visitors enter a sec 
ond inclosure by passing over the cen- 
tral marble bridge. They then face 
the Wu gate, under the center of 
which hangs the dowager’s portrait, 
ie work of a celebrated Chinese art- 
st. 

In front of and beneath the portra’. 
{a the dragon throne, typifying the de- 
parted grandeur both of the downger 
and the dynasty. The throne stands 
at the rear of @ dais, the ceilings and 
sides of which are gorgeously beflow- 
ered and beflagged. Above the dais 
are four characters signifying that the 
dowager was one among the women 
fitting to rank with the two first great 
Chinese emperors. To the right an! 
some yards distant from the dais is a 
yellow-draped platform, on which are 
monks and priests, whose solemn and 
impressive dirges alternate with the 
louder and less penetrating strains of 
a Chinese band similarly situated to 
the left of the dais. 

Ascending the steps to the right of 
the Wu gate is a constant stream of 
Chinese Manchus, Mongols, Mahomma- 
dens and Tibetans, Removing their 
head coverings thc, halt bef.:e the 
portrait, bow thrice, and pass on. 
Foreigners are civerted to the left 
outside the line of mourners. 

The central figure on the dais are 
Princo Pulun, robed in white sheep- 
skin, and also a Mongolian buddha, 
who with members of the funeral com- 
mittee, addressed tho throng, eulogiz- 
ing the dowager. 

Looking backward from tho Wu gate 
one sees an interesting concourse, 
principally of Chinese and Manchus, 
men, women and children, in resplen- 
dent attire, while groups of wihite- 
robed eunuchs stand silent and sullen 
as though resenting the public partic!- 
pation in the funeral ceremonies of 
the last relgning adult of the Manchu 
dynacty on which ihey ba:ened.

GUN PRACTICE FROM AIRSHIP 


Trial Proves Conclusively that It can 
be Done With 
u Cffect 


Berlin, Germany.—Shots were fired 
from machine guns on the upper deck 
(the top of the gas envelope) of the 
new German army Zeppelin airship 
Z% 4 during a war office trial trip near 
Friedrichshafen, recently. 

Although the wind was blowing at 
forty-one 1 -iles an hour the gun prac- 
tice was carried out to the satisfaction 
of a military commission, An of- 
ficlal communique, which describes 
the event as of ‘epoch-making import- 
ance,’ states that the trial proves con- 
clusively that it is possible to work 
comfortably and with accuracy with 
machine guns, from the decks of Zep- 
pelin airships. Captain von Puteau 
the naval expert of the Taegliche 
Rundschau, states tha: there is room 
for six machine guns on the top ofa 
Zeppelin airship. 

The Vossische Zeitung states that 
the greater part of the $5,000,000 
shortly to be provided for the German 
air fleet will be devoted to building, 
with all possiblo speed, ten airships 
of the Zeppelin type. It is expected 
that five of the vessels will be incor- 
porated in the alr fleet by the middle 
of this) -ar. The German admiralty 
is extending its system of waterplane 
stations. It is proposed to establish 
ten—six on the North sea coast and 
four on the Baltic

Empress on Initial Trip 
Around the World 


Yno of the latest additions to the 
magnificent fleet of steamships of the 
C.P.R. has commenced its first trip,' 
starting out. fror Liverpool for an 
around the world tour. The new ves- 
sel is the much talked of Empress of 
Russ!a which will be a valuable addi- 
tion to the already fine fleet of steam- 
ers now plying between Vancouver and 
the Orient, It was a unique idea to 
{nauvurate this around the world trip 
on the Initial voyage of the floating 
palace, instead of sending the vessel 
by way of Cape Horn, and needless to 
say the rests justified the enterprise 
as when the Empress left the docks at 
Liverpool it was with a full comple- 
ment of passengers, and thousands 
crowded the docks to bid them bon 
voyago. Included in the passenger 
list are many Canadians who left these 
shores a few weeks ngo to be at Liv- 
erpool in time for the sailing of the 
Empress of Russia, The Empress of 
Asia follows a little later. Beyond 
all question the most notable merchant 
steamers built in the United Kingdom 
during the past year were the two 
which the Fairfleld Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Company constructed for 
the C.P.R. company's trans-pacific 
service, which have received the titles 
of the Empress of Russia and the 
Empress of Asia. Though outwardly 
the vessels are identical in appear- 
ance there is a difference in the tnter- 
for work, the Empress of Russia being | 
decorated in the French style, mainly

the Empress of Asia will be representa- 
tive of the English style of the Georg- 
fan period, which is particularly effect- 
{ve on board ship. The leading de-} 
mensions are: length 690 fect, breadth 
68 feet, the depth 46 feet, the gross | 
tonnage being in the neighborhood of 
165,000, A feature which catches thé 
eye of the man who has but a casual 
acquaintance with ships, is the cruis- 
er stern, which gives a distinctly nav- 
al touch, besides conveying the idea 
that a fast turn of speed can be attain- 
ed. In point of fact the speed will be 
18 knots per hour. Accommodation 
has been provided for 1100 passengers 
in all—200 first, 100 second and 800 
third class, and as the officers and 
crew will number 470, the total comple- 
ment will be 1570. Elaborate pre 
cautions have been taken to secure the 
safety of all, and should any accident 
occur there would be little chance of 
the ship sinking, the vessel being pro- 
vided with double the number of wa- 
ter tight compartments called for by 
the Board of Trade. 

Coming to the general design, the 
vessels have orlop, lower, main, upper 
and shelter decks while above the lat- 
ter {s a long combined forecastle and 
bridge, the bridge ceck being extend- 
jed from stern to side stanchions.

with a height in the centre of 14 feet. 
There are also writing rooms, smoking 
room, and veranda’: cafe. The ves- 
sels are fitted up in the most luxurious 
style and the dining roem is a new

London Hospitals Appeal to Nation for 
Money to Sec ire Suppl: 

London, England.—A week eyo it 
Was announced that 600 milligrammes 
of radium were lying in a safe at the 
British Radium Corporation offices, 
while five London hospitals were mak- 
ing pitiful appeals for more adequate 
supplies.

First Article--Soil Conservation | 


By W. J. SPILLMAN, Agriculturist in 
Charge of Farm Management, De- 
rartment of Agriculture. 


OW to restore and maintain 


the productivity of the soll is | 


the most important phase of 

the conservation problem. In 
Many of our older communities soll 
fertility has been reduced below the 
point of profitable production. Nation 
jwide effort nat the present time, 
through federal and state agency, is 
@recied toward the restoration of fer- 
tility in these localities, In the older 
eountries of Europe, where farming 


Bas been followed for many centuries, , 


the problem of satisfactory yields of 
farm crops bas been solved. The ag- 


ticulture of Germany is similar to that | 


ef the United States, but tho yleld per 
acre of wheat in Germany is more 
than twice that in the United States, 
the yield of rye nearly twice as large, 


the sield of barley nearly a third lar- | 


@er and the yield of oats more than 
ene third larger. 

The proportionate area of cererls 
@rown in Germany fs about one-fifth 
Jess than in the United States, while 
the proportionate area of hay and for- 
@ge crops is one-half greater. In addl- 
tion to that, the percentage of the total 
@rea which is planted to root crops is 
enormously greater in Germany than 
fm the United States. These root crops 
eonsist largely of potatoes and sugar 
Beets, and the best German authori- 
ties estimate that at least one-third of 
the products of the area of these two 
erops is available for stock feed. They 


also estimate that one-third of the | 


products of the area devoted to cereals 
fs devoted to the feeding of domestic 
animals. Germany therefore devotes 
wery much more of her soil to the pro- 
@uction of feed for live stock than 
@oes the United States, 

On the same area of farm land the 
German farmer maintains on the aver- 
@ge from 30 to 78 per cent more live 


@tock than does the American farmer. (

Qries than it is in this country. Not

only that, the United States exports 
vast quantities of cottonseed meal, lin- 
seed oilmeal and other rich nitrogenous 
feeding stuffs, while Germany imports 
vast quantities of these materials. Ger- 
man farmers not only conserve their 
own natural resources, but they draw 
on other parts of the world to main- 
tain the fertility of thelr lands. Amer- 
fca bus been mining her soil and ship- 
ping the products to Europe. In addi- 
tlon to the sources of fertility above 
given, Germany uses annually on her 
soil 550,000 tones of nitrate of soda, 
275,000 tons of sulphate of ammonia, 
1,200,000 tons of superphosphate and 
1,400,000 tons of basic slag in addition 
to large amounts of potash salts. 

We are now confronted by the same 
Becessities that compelled the adoption 
of sound systems of agriculture In the 
old world, How shall we meet this 
problem? 


The Solution of the Problem. 
' In the first place, we must increase 


the number of domestic animals on | 


our farms. Where Jand {!s farmed by 
renters the Jeases must be made for 
longer terms, and where the renter has 
not the capital to provide the proper 
puinber of domestic animals these 
must be supplied by the landowner. 
Tho effect of live stock on the fertility 
of the soll needs no demonstration. It 
ds well known to every intelligent 
farmer. Up to the present time, at 
Jeast, no system of agriculture bas been 

ermanently profitable without the use 
Pr domestic animals as a means of 

aintaining the productiveness of the 
eoll, Whether such systems are possi- 
ble remains to be seen. 

In addition to increasing the namber 
of domestic animals on American farms 
our farmers must pay more attention 
to leguminous crops and to other crops 
which provide a supply of humns for 
the soil, Legumes, such as clover, 
pcas, alfalfa, etc, are especially im- 
portant because of tho fact that with 
the ald of certain soil bacteria they are 
able to draw their supply of nitrogen 
from the alr. Having thus an unlimit- 
‘ed supply of this valuable plant food 
constituent, they become very rich ip 
Bitrogen, The stubble and roots of @ 


leguminous crop frequently leave in 

the soil sufficient nitrogen for the 
| needs of the crop that follows, Recent 
| investigations by the department of 
agriculture In Kansas and Nebraska 
| show that the average increase in the 

yield of corn grown after alfalfa, com- 

| pared with corn grown after nonlegu- 
| minous crops, is 75 per cent. A good 
| crop of clover has a similar effect on 
{the yleld of crops which follow it. In- 
stances are known where the practice 
of sowing bur clover in cotton flelds In 
the fall of the year and turning it un- 
der in spring in time for another crop 
of cotton has in three years doubled 
the yleld of cotton. Crimson clover 
sown in a similar manner between 
crops of corn has in a few years In- 
crensed the yleld of corn 60 per cent 
or more. 

The reason these leguminous crops | 
have such a marked effect on fertility 
in many cases on depleted soils lies in 
the fact that nitrogen is not a con- 
stituent of the soil proper, but only of 
the decaying plant and animal matter 
{n the soil. When soils are farmed for 
many years without any attention to 
their fertility this organic matter is 
| rotted out and the nitrogen disappears. 
Hence nitrogen is nearly always the 
first plant food constituent to become 


deficient in the soil. 

The fact has already been referred 
to that we export a large proportion 
of our cottonseed meal, ollmeal and | 
| other rich nitrogenous feeding stuffs. 
These materials are all exceedingly 
tich In nitrogen. They should be kept | 
at home, fed to live stock and the 
manure returned to the land. | 


Dependence on Our Own Resources. | 
There is this difference between our 
situation and that of the older coun- | 
tries of Europe: Hitherto we have been 
exporters of our feedstuffs rich in fer- | 
tilizer constituents, while they have | 
been importers, They have been draw: | 
ing on the newly settled regions of the 
world for materials with which to feed 
their crops. The American farmer will 
be making a long step forward when | 
he quits exporting these materials and 
returns them to his own soil, What: | 
ever shortages there may be must be 
made up by the intelligent use of com- 
| mercial fertilizers. There is no danger 
of a nitrogen famine. We can grow 
| leguminous crops to supply nitrogen. | 
| We can also, by judicious use of the 
' refuse from grain and other crops and | 
by the use of intelligently planned crop | 
| rotations with occasional eatch crops | 
for green manure, keep up an abun- 
dant supply of humus. Even if we had 
no other. resources for maintaining the 
| fertility of the soil than leguminous 
plants and humus making crops we 
could on much of the lund in this coun- 
try maintain a much higher standard 
of yields than obtains at the present 

time.

Examples of Successful Farming. 

In New York state there are large 
areas of land which formerly produc- 
ed satisfactory crops, but which in re- 
cent years have been reduced in fertili- 
ty to the point where their cultivation 
is no longer profitable by the methods 
in vogue in thant section. A few years 
ago a representative of the department 
of agriculture induced a farmer in that 
section to grow four acres of potatoes 
under his direction. This farmer had 
been growing potatoes for many years, 
| using seed which had been grown for 
| sixty years in that locality without se- 
| lection to maintain its quality. His or- 
{ dinary yields of potatoes were about 
forty bushels per acre. He was induc- 
ed to secure gew and improved seed 
| and to cultivate in the most thorough 
manner. As a result these four acres 
produced a yield of 250 bushels of po- 
tatoes per acre. Similar results have 
| since been secured by a number of oth- 
er farmers in the same locality. 

An Illinois farmer a good many years 
ago established on his farm a rotation 
of corn, corn, oats, clover. The corn 
| and oats were fed to hogs, which were 
allowed to graze on the clover. Very 
little feed was purchased, but every- 
thing raised on the farm was converted 
{nto manure and returned to the Jand. 
At the beginning of this system of 
| farming the yield of corn was about 
thirty-five bushels to the acre. ‘ev 
years Jater it had risen to eighty bush- 
| els per acre, the average yield for four 
consecutive years being 80.4 bushels 
per acre. 


A Missouri farm which had been de- 
voted to corn and wheat for seventy 
| years and on which the yields of wheat 

were about eight bushels per acre and 
corn about twenty-five bushels was) 
subjected to a system of farming sim!i- 
lar to that just described for an IIIi- 
nois farm, In six years the yields of 
this farm were more than doubled. In 
work of this character the following 
points are emphasized: 1 

Deep fall preparation of the soll. 

Planting of well selected seed. | 

Mainly shallow and frequent cultiva: | 
| tion of the crop during the growing 
season and especially after a rain, 

The judicious use of commercial fer- | 
tilizers and the increased use of home | 
produced fertilizers and the growing | 
of leguminous crops.

Corn Jacks 
muscle and bone formers and fn addl- 
tion is too concentrated—not bulky 
enough for breeding swine, Tanknge, 
meat meal, linseed oil meal, skiinmilk, 
buttermilk, bran, oats, middlings, 
shorts, soy beans, clover and alfalfa 
are the logical supplements to corn in 
the middle west. At the lowa station 
we hnve found that most excellent ra: 
tions for gilts carrying litters are: 

First.—Corn, 83 to 90 per cent; meat 
meal or tankage containing 60 per cent 
protein, 10 or 12 per cent. 

Second.—Corn, 75 per cent; finely cut 
clover or alfalfa, 25 per cent. 

Third.—Corn, 80 per cent; onts, chop 
ped clover or alfalfa, 10 per cent; meat 
meal or tankage, 10 per cent. 

For old sows the proportion of ment 
meal or tankage can be cut down prac 
tically one-third to two-fifths and still 
get excellent results.

A CURIOUS ENGLISH RECORD.

countered what was undoubtedly a 
phantom ship. 

Best known of those mysterious 
craft that taunt the high sens is, of 
course, the famous Klying Dutchman, 
or plantom ship of Vanderdecken, 
How the story originated is doubtful, 
but it has been ascertained that there 
Wis a seaninn of repute who many 
years ago sailed trom Holland to the 
est vin the Cape of Good Hope, but 
was never again beard of, 

Some authorities say that, meeting 
with contrary winds off the cape, be 
swore a territle oath, in consequence 


of which the divine wrath decreed 
thit be should be occupied tll the 
erack of doom in endeavoring te 


weather the bendiand, Others state 
that this punishment was meted out 
to him in retribution for a terrible 
murder he committed before commenc- 


| ing bis fateful voyage. 


Whatever the cause of this anciont 
gentleman's monotonous wandering 
may be, it is probably in connection 
with him that the most authentic and 
cold blooded record of any phantom ex- 
ists either ufout or ashore, for it is 
stited that in the log of H. M. 8S. Baus 
chante while on a voyage round the 
world with the little princes In 188i} 
there appears on July 11 the entry, 
“Flying Dutchman crossed our bows,"? 
The log bouk of one of the then largest 
of ber majesty’s warsiips is certainly 
the very lust place to expect to fing’ 
that which is generally associated wit 
the hysterical of either sex. 

During Jannary, 1647, a vessel left 
New Haven, Conn., on her maiden voy- 
age, but was never again heard of, In 
the following June, just before- the 
hone of sunset and after a severe 
thunderstorm, the missing sbip was 
seen sailing up the river, The inhabit. 
ants, taking their evening stroll, were 
overjoyed at her return, but the most 
observant of them notived that there 
Was something uncanny nbout her, es- 
pecially in that she appeared to be 
sailing up against the wind. 

hen, to the consternation of all, she 
gradually faded away before their eyes 
and entireley disappeared. We may be 
assured that there were not wauting 
those who maintained that the vessel 
in spirit bad paid a last visit to her 
port before resting for good on the 
ocean bed, 

In the “Chronicles of the St. Law- 
Tence,” by Le Maine, it is recorded that 
on a certain day in the year a phantom 
ship is seen off Cap d'Espoir, in Gospe 
bay. Lights are seen aboard her, and 
her decks are crowded with men. ‘By 
the foot of the bowsprit a man is con. 
spicuously standing and facing toward 
the shore, with a lady clinging to his 
arm, Gradually the lights go ont and 
the vessel sinks. It is said to be the 
ghost of the flagship of a fleet which 
Was sent out to reduce the French 
forts, the vessel being lost with all 
bands. 

Yo come to British waters, there are
